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Student Activities director leaving; 
search for a replacement narrows

Kathryn Andre, director of 
Student Activities for the last 
two years, recently announced 
that she is leaving the university, 
effective July I. 

Andre, who had been 
involved with the allied arts pro¬ 
gram at Oklahoma State for 12 
years prior to taking the job 
here, was not asked to return 
next year. She has accepted a 
job at Iowa State Univeristy in 
Ames as the director of develop¬ 
ment for student affairs. 

Bul Andre's decision to leave 
did not pass without students 
and faculty raising questions. 

University officials would 
not say why they opted not to 
renew Andre's status for next 
year. Her position, along with 
several in the university includ¬ 
ing administrative positions, are 
"non-classified" and they are 
renewed on a year-to-year basis, 
according to Dr. Gloria Raines, 
vice chancellor of Student 
Affairs. 

"There are no personalities 
involved," Raines said. "There 
are no politics involved...The 
pledge I've taken is just not to 
discuss it." 

According to the Faculty 
Handbook for LSUS, "cause for 
termination shall include incom¬ 
petency, failure to perform 
assigned duties, willful breach 
of University policies and pro¬ 
cedures, serious breach of pro¬ 
fessional ethics, dishonesty, 
conviction of a felony or of a 
misdemeanor involving moral 
turpitude and any other illegal, 
unprofessional or improper con¬ 
duct which is seriously prejudi¬ 
cial to the University." 

Several students and faculty 
members were surprised and 
disappointed by Andre's leav¬ 


ing. 

"When someone is getting 
the job done better than it has 
ever been done before, why 
should they gel fired?" said Lisa 
Karevicius, vice president of the 
Student Activities Board. 

"I'm really disappointed," 
said Allison DeFatta, president 
of the SAB. "[AndreJ works 
hard for the students. She never 
hesitated to stay long hours to 
help students. It’s a great loss to 
the University." 

DeFatta is one of two student 
representatives on the board to 
seek a replacement for Andre. 
According to Dr. Bill Stowe, 
director of Career Planning and 
Placement, finalists for the posi¬ 
tion have been selected, and the 
board plans to have the new 
director in place by next fall. 

Joe Patrick, acting chair in 
the Department of Foreign Lan¬ 
guages, said Andre's leaving is 
devastating. 

"I'm really crushed," he said. 
"I think that she, more than any¬ 
one else in that position, has 
accomplished more over the 
time that she’s been here than 
anyone else in my 23 years 
here." 

Patrick said he has worked 
with Andre on numerous occa¬ 
sions including this semester's 
Ballet Folklorico, Foreign Lan¬ 
guage Food Festival and the 
Foreign Language Festival that 
involves several area high 
schools. 

Andre plans to leave for 
Iowa in July, but she said that 
she'll miss Shreveport. 

"I've enjoyed living here 
more than any place I've ever 
lived," Andre said. "I think the 
university has a lot of resources 
and it has a great community. 
This has been a solid place to 
work. People arc honest and 
caring ... that made it a pleasure 
to come to work everyday."

Criticisms make 
Almagest better 

Recently, the Almagest received the results of a critique from 
the American Scholastic Press Association (ASPA). Our newspa¬ 
per was judged in several categories including content coverage, 
page design, art and illustrations, editing, creativity and the over¬ 
all general plan. Of a possible 1,000 points, the Almagest earned 
900 and a First Place. 

The purpose of critiques like this one is to point out weakness¬ 
es in a newspaper, as well as pointing out what seems to work. 
The object is the help the newspaper improve so that it can better 
serve its audience. We take these comments to heart, as the 
Almagest is a laboratory experience far journalism students, and 
working on the paper helps students gain invaluable experience. 
Any way we, as students, can improve helps us get jobs, and any 
way we, as the staff, can improve the paper helps us provide a 
better product for students who are paying for it. 

The ASPA liked our overall general plan. We were commend¬ 
ed for our "broad spectrum of story content." However, the judge 
suggested that we branch out to include more of the "usual 
everyday activities" around campus, find out what departments 
are sponsoring special events — basically more human interest 
stories geared toward college students. 

Readers may have noticed some of the changes in the newspa¬ 
per in the last year. WeVe incorporated a column by a non-tradi- 
tional student for those many non-trad students who attend 
LSUS (a direct result of a Letter to the Editor). We’ve made 
efforts to seek out news and issues to bring these into our news¬ 
paper in order to avoid a "newsletter" approach to journalism, and 
we’ve provided differing views on a broad range of topics so stu¬ 
dents can make up their own minds. But we still have a long 
way to go. 

Oddly enough, we lost points for using what the judge called 
"syndicated cartoons." Al first this rating threw us because we 
only use BLiRM, and it is completely original, created by our 
own cartoonist/columnist Robert Homak who is an LSUS stu¬ 
dent So, even though we lost points for this area of content, well 
take it as a compliment to our format and especially to Robert 

We were told we have had too many Letters to the Editor. 1 
disagree. I have been on staff for two years now, and I have seen 
student interest in their paper grow through the interest to write 
responses to articles in the paper or just to write what is on their 
minds. Keep it up! 

These are just some of the areas the ASPA focused on. These 
comments will help us improve. 

At the close of this 25th year of LSUS, I see the Almagest 
continuing to grow with each new reporter and editor. We’ve 
already been experiencing some growing pains. We will experi¬ 
ence many more. As journalism students we are trying to provide 
a student newspaper that will tackle issues, present the campus 
news and provide entertainment and features that are varied and 
pertinent to LSUS students. We wiU make a pledge to carry this 
purpose out,

Communications department gets new Chair

Alisa Coleman, nee 
White, will wear a new hat 
beginning this summer.

Finley said that Britain has a 
belter system because candi¬ 
dates only have six weeks 
before the elections are held.

Sadow said these issues were 
of no importance to the public 
before the primary system came 
into its own in 1967, 

These are issues that people 
can understand,” McLaurin said, 
"whereas issues of foreign poli¬ 
cy require more sophistication." 
As for a prediction? 

"If the economy gets belter J 
Bush," Finley said. 

What does Sadow say? 

"Bush — unless [the econo¬ 
my] gets worse."

The perception that less and 
less is being done in govern¬ 
ment can be attributed, in part, 
to the primary system, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Jeffery Sadow, profes¬ 
sor of political science. 

Last Thursday, Sadow and 
Dr. Milton Finley, professor of 
history, discussed political can¬ 
didates and the Presidential pri¬ 
maries during the Forty-Minute 
Forum moderated by Dean of 
Liberal Arts Ann McLaurin. 

Because of the primary sys¬ 
tem, Sadow said, "Whoever is 
the most convincing gets the 
most votes and more than likely 
ends up in the White House." 

The problem, he said, was 
that presidents use faulty logic 
once in office thinking that, 
since they pulled the popular 
vote. Congress should go along 
with the president’s policies. 
This often results in a power 
struggle between the two 
branches. 

The primary system can be 
blamed for this, Sadow said, 
because it is, in essence, "a 
beauty contest." The focus tends 
to be on the front-running can¬ 
didate and not necessarily on his 
issues. 
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taught at the University of 
Alaska in Fairbanks. In addition 
to her varied teaching positions 
in the continental United States, 
Coleman has also taught a 
mass communications theory 
course in Korea. 

"She brings skills and capa- 
bilites from outside the area," 
Cloud said. 

Dr. Ann McLaurin, dean of 
Libera] Arts, said, "She is the 
one candidate who emerged out 
of the department She is a con¬ 
census candidate." 


In addition, candidates must 
also interface well with faculty 
and students. "The chair's job is 
the most difficult on campus ... 
having to work with students, 
faculty and hard-nosed adminis¬ 
trators," McLaurin said. 

A long-term goal for the 
department will be to establish 
LSUS as the mass communica¬ 
tions research center theoretical 
and applied media research for 
faculty and students. 

T want to build solid courses 
to incorporate better reorganiza¬ 


tion of new technologies," 
Coleman said. 

Coming into the position as 
a novice will not be especially 
difficult for Coleman. Cloud 
said the transition will be an 
eaier one because "the faculty 
like each other, and they want 
her to succeed." 

Dr. Charlene Handford, 
associate professor agrees. "She 
has hada positive effect on fac¬ 
ulty since, she arrived. She'll 
oifer a different kind of leader¬ 
ship"

SOC president perturbed at Pickett policies

Pickett Industries has come 
under fire from Student Organi¬ 
zations Council (SOC) Presi¬ 
dent Elizabeth Mayo. As the 
president of a council which is 
involved with 48 student orga¬ 
nizations, Mayo is concerned 
about prices Pickett charged for 
catered events, since most orga¬ 
nizations are on a limited bud¬ 
get- 

So far this semester, the 
SOC has spent $900 of its 
$6,000 annual budget on cater¬ 
ing by Pickett. "I understand 
that the prices they charge for 
catering is the norm for the 
area, but are they rational when 
dealing with students’ non-prof¬ 
it organizations?" 

The school has nothing to do 
with the prices of the catering 
services, but R. G. Singleton, 
director of purchasing, said that 
they must be able to provide 
competitive prices as well as 
make a profit, or they would 
leave the LSUS campus, 

"The contract with Pickett 
Industries gives them the exclu¬ 
sive right to sell, serve and pre¬ 


pare all food on campus. It's 
Pickett's right to handle all 
catering because, one, it makes 
it a more viable business ven¬ 
ture, and two, it's a safety thing 

— clean atmosphere, inspec¬ 
tions by the health department 

— it meets all the health 
codes," Singleton said. 

Mayo also questioned Pick¬ 
ett being the only catering 
choice for on-campus functions. 

An exception to this rule 
includes small, departmental 
functions that take place within 
a single department with no 
outside invited guests, such as a 
birthday cake brought in for a 
small party within the depart¬ 
ment. 

Singleton said the adminis¬ 
tration and Pickett are not into 
the "policing business,” but bla¬ 
tant violators of the contract 
with Pickett will be addressed. 
For example, "if three or four 
students called up Dominos and 
ordered five or six pizzas," this 
would be a problem because it 
violates the contract with Pick¬ 
et^ Dominos would be seen as 
a caterer. 

Pickett does, however, pro¬ 
vide booths for both "Spring 


Fling" and "Fall Fcst," two fund 
raising events for student orga¬ 
nizations. For "Cruise Night," 
the rales were waived by Sin¬ 
gleton. 

"I’m the one who waived the 
requirement for Pickett because 
it was a once-a-year event," he 
said. "No food was sold, it was 
strictly donated. There were 
products brought in by local 
businesses. It wasn't a money¬ 
making situation." 

Mayo suggested that since 
the administration had decided 
that it was not feasible to make 
the cafeteria student-run, "Why 
don't they take the $500 [utility 
charge] that they gel each 
month and put it back into the 
Student Activities fund? 
They're making money off the 
students, anyway." 

Other than the $500 utility 
charge, LSUS does not receive 
a commission from the annual 
sales from Pickett until they 
reach $250,001, and then the 
commission is 5 percent 

According to Michael Ferris, 
director of accounting, sales 
have not reached $250,000. 
Regarding sales commission 
Figures, Ron Chancy, manager 


of the cafeteria, said, "That 
information is confidential 
between Pickett and the admin¬ 
istration. Unless my boss, 
Mark Pickett, says I can tell 
you, I can’t tell you. 1 will tell 
you this, there is very little 
profit out here; we run a very 
close profit margin." 

Mayo's solution to the prob¬ 


lem of having a limited choice- 
for fqpd services? 

"Those organizations who 
receive their funding from the 
school should have to abide by 
the contract," she said, "but for 
those organizations which are 
self-supported by monthly dues 
... should be able to choose their 
own [caterer]."

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College religious groups give spiritual depth

For those seeking a spiritual 
dimension to their college expe¬ 
rience, several religious organi¬ 
zations exist to address their 
needs. Most of these organiza¬ 
tions are open to all faiths. 

The Baptist Student TJoion 
has been on eamfrifs since the 
founding of LSUS. Matt 
EppineKe, president of BSU, 
said 'that the group's purpose is 
to "allow students to compli¬ 
ment their educational journey 
with a spiritual journey. 71 

BSU meets three times a 
week, with Bible study on 
Tuesdays, Luncheoncounier on 
Wednesdays and "BAD" nights 
on Thursdays. "BAD" stands 
for "Be A Disciple," 

Eppinette, a junior majoring 
in business management, said 
his decision' to join BSU was a 
natural one. "I grew up in 
church," he said, Tve grown a 
Jot as a person. It’s been one of 
the most meaningful parts of 
my college experience." 

BSU is open to students of 
all faiths. "We’re not trying to 
force ourselves on anyone/ 
said Eppinette. "We're offering 
the opportunity for those who 
are interested, just like students 
interested in journalism join the 
school paper." 

Mainstream Christian Fel¬ 
lowship is an interdenomina¬ 


tional organization that pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to share their needs, 
whether they are physical, spiri¬ 
tual or academic. The group 
meets twice a week and fea¬ 
tures Christian music and guest 
speakers. 

Don Alexander, Main¬ 
stream's faculty advisor, said 
that the group functions on a 
more personal level than other 
organizations. 

"The meetings take on a 
serious note," he said. "Any 
kind of subject matter can be 
discussed. It provides opportu¬ 
nities for people to hear Chris¬ 
tian speakers, music and litera¬ 
ture, There are no dues. No one 
begs you to come." 

Catholic Student Union has 
been somewhat slower in gath¬ 
ering a following than other 
groups. Though CSU has been 
on camps for several years, its 
membership has never grown. 
Dr, Jesse DeMello, faculty 
advisor, said the reasons for 
CSUs slow growth are general¬ 
ly the same as for most organi¬ 
zations. 

"Our campus is primarily 
part-time/ he said, "Students 
leave immediately as soon as 
school lets out. Also, we don't 
have enough activity periods 
that would enable them to par¬ 
ticipate in all the activities that 
they're interested in." 

CSU has attempted to 


address the needs of Catholic 
students by scheduling Masses 
on campus for holy days, with 
Fr. David Richter of Sl Eliza¬ 
beth Ann Scion. 

While students may not 
choose to join these organiza¬ 
tions, some feel that die oppor¬ 
tunity should still be there, 

Donald Hobdy, a freshman 
education major, shares that 
feeling, Tm not very religious, 
but I do feel there should be 
religious organizations on cam¬ 
pus. It gives students who do 
not belong to social organiza¬ 
tions a chance to meet people. I 


think it makes the campus more 
diverse, il gives them more to 
choose from." 

Leslie Carpenter, a senior 
majoring in general business 
administration, also believes in 
the freedom to choose, "If they 
want to do it, that's great, but 
don't force it on me. If 1 want to 
join one, I will." 

DeMello pointed out that the 
first universities were estab¬ 
lished and operated by religious 
orders. "A university should 
address the needs of the spirit, 
mind and body. Today, all 
major universities have philoso¬ 


phy and theology departments, 
which make big contibutions to 
the students' overall develop¬ 
ment," 

"The spirit is a very impor¬ 
tant part that needs to be deve' 
oped," DeMello said. "It's just 
matter of finding people who 
want to participate in it." 

"Any kind of study of reli¬ 
gion is an education in itself." 
Alexander said. "Here, you 
have the freedom to pick and 
choose what you want, like a 
supermarket. It’s no different 
than choosing from a range of 
English classes." 


Lang's latest laid-back 


■ Country queen wannabe won't fit 
into traditional music mold.

Some music just can't be categorized, K- D, 
Lang's latest offering, "Ingenue," follows the 
artist's endeavor to bring her performance artist 
background to the sound medium. 

Lang debuted with "Angel With A Lariat," and 
followed it with "Absolute Torch and Twang," a 
mixture of torch songs that rang with a country 
sound. Next was a Patsy Cline tribute, "Shadow- 
land/ produced by Cline’s own producer, Owen 
Bradley. Now Lang gives us "Ingenue," another 
album full of mixed melodies, varied instruments, 
and a smattering of somewhat confusing lyrics. 

"Ingenue" has it's own particular sound, it is 
definitely not country. "Ingenue" is so un-coun¬ 
try that it is likely to entertain guests at a cocktail 
party. I don't want to get the wrong idea across. 
It is not a revamped album of oldies but goodies, 
it is all original, the music is varied, and will be 


listened to by varied age groups. But it is defi¬ 
nitely not country. 

Though Lang has endeavored to be a country 
music queen, she has reached a different market. 
She is not Reba or Dolly or any of those country 
queens, K, D. Lang is more of a Margo Timmins 
type of singer. She is more likely to be listened 
to by a Cowboy Junkies fan than by a Dolly Par- 
ton fan. The music is laid back, bluesy, jazzy. It 
is torch music. 

Lyrical content is a major headache when con¬ 
sidering K. D. Lang's album. Her lyrics hit 
home. They stir emotions. They make you feci 
sadness, joy, the pangs of a crush, the pain of an 
unrequited love. They make the intangible feel 
tangible. But sometimes Ms. Lang waxes a bit, 
well unintelligible. In one tune, "Tears of Love s 
Recall," she offers this questionable phrase, "The 
tears of love's recalVLike blood to chocolate fall." 
Now 1 ask you, what does that mean?
